f there was a contest over which band has suffered the most through its lifetime,.Swervedriver 
would definitely be a nominee. With a new home and record to shock us all, Swervedriver is finding 
that may not be so bad. | | | | 
Many people thought Swervedriver had broken up after 1993’s Mescal Head, and again after 
Ejector Seat Reservation in 1995. True, the band did almost call it quits, but admiringly they managed 


to keep things together. Since 1995 Swervedriver left A&M Records (they wouldn't released ‘Ejector |. 


Seat Reservation until 15 months had passed), put out EJR on Creation (who soon after dropped the 
band from the label), built its own private recording studio, signed to Geffen and subsequently dropped 
just three weeks before the release of their fourth album, 99th Dream. Time passed, and New York’s 
Zero Hour was able to snatch up the band. Zero Hour recently released 99th Dream in North America, 
and the album has also been put out in New Zealand and Australia by other labels. Just how has 
Swervedriver been coping with all these obstacles? 

“It's been extremely difficult,” remarks lead man Adam Franklin. “There were many times when we 
almost gave up, but luckily we hung in there.” Luckily for fans too. People were starting to worry after 
hearing all the problems with Geffen. It was unclear whether 99th Dream would ever be released. The 
band is now confident with its American home at Zero Hour. “We're really happy with the amount of 
publicity this disc is getting. We haven't toured in such a long time, yet it seems the fans haven't given 


up on us. So, with Zero Hour’s help we should be able to get back on track.” 
Back on track appears to be where Swervedriver are right now. 99th Dream is getting heavy play 
at numerous radio station’s, and as of April 20, the album is at #9 on CMJ (collects reports from all 


campus stations in Canada and USA) with a peak at #5. Not bad for a band considered “old news,” 


especially by its native country. ae 

“England has been really tough on us. When the news came out that Zero Hour had signed us, one 
industry bloke said ‘Swervedriver? Aren't they dead? Come on, they were big a few years ago, but 
now they’re nobody,’ reflects Franklin. “99th Dream isn’t even out yet in England. We're going to put it 
out on a new label we've started--Sonic Wave Discs.” Having their own studio and no label for their 
home country, it seems like a good idea for Swervedriver to start its own label. This way, they won't 
have to deal with all the corporate fussiness that’s plagued the band so far. And with the success 99th 
Dream is getting in North America, England and the rest of Europe will surely receive the album 


_graciously: 


“We weren't even sure if anyone was still interested us here in the States. But the reaction has 


- been great, you know. It feels like there’s a lot of people behind us. Apparently this album is doing better 


than Mescal Head did.” Franklin is both thankful and amused that Swervedriver still has fans after all 
these years and heartaches. While they definitely have a unique sound, Franklin feels the band’s 
sound has progressed somewhat. “We've gotten better since Mescal Head. The early songs are Sort 
of sprawly, where these new ones are more concise. We tried to move away from the first two 
albums, putting the vocals more up front and writing the songs acoustically first.” 

With the creation of Sonic Wave, Swervedriver will be back on schedule with its history of multiple 
releases. They plan to put out a couple EP’s or 7"s of some unreleased stuff, both recorded for 99th 
Dream and later material. Swervedriver fans are used to having a handful of EP’s and 7"s to ‘accom- 
pany each full-length release, and in the next few months these new singles on Sonic Wave should be 
out. Meanwhile, 99th Dream is enough to keep anyone happy. Possibly their best album yet, the band 
still amazes me with their knack of combining alternately-tuned guitars with layers of distortion, ana- 
logue effects, and lush vocals with beautiful melodies. Franklin is close to genius with the vocals he 
creates. Older fans are happy, and those unaware of Swervedriver now have an excellent chance to 
discover a band who can stand the test of time.& 
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Vadim is one of the most respected members of the prestigious British hip-hop label Ninjatune. 
His abstract but funky instrumentals have helped bridge the gap between electronica and hip- 


hop and his Jazz Fudge label continues to release some of the best experimental hip-hop around. 


Our resident hip-hop head, Porkchop, discussed the current state of the music when the Ninjatune 
tour blew into Vertigo on April 1st. 

What is Hip-Hop? 

There are different definitions of it. You have The Source magazine definition of it. A lot of people look 
up to The Source and what it says and how it defines characteristics...[of Hip-Hop] by what big 
rappers like Puff Daddy say at the moment. But if you talk to Bambaataa or Theodore or Jazzy J they 
will say a totally different thing. For me, the whole thing started with the Du’s. If it wasn’t for Du’s 
manipulating break beats and stuff there would be no music. 


What is a DJ? 

Back in the early 70’s, the DJ’s were copying how the radio Du’s edited disco songs together and 
elaborated the breakbeats--certain parts of a song to make overdubs, overkeys and announcements. 
So people like Bambaataa and Kool Herc were copying that and doing it in the streets. They did it on 
turntables as opposed to doing it on reels in the studio. Then scratching came along. The Du thing has 
come from what they did with turntables as an instrument. To call yourself a DJ has become a 


_ Profession, a skill. | can’t walk into an architect's office and call myself an architect. You need to go 


through certain steps in training and educating yourself. You cannot just walk up to a turntable and call 
yourself a DJ without doing the ground work. 


What is a B-BOY? 

People who break to the beat. It’s the dancing side of the music. In terms of the questions you are 
asking...[it would be] DJing and production. Production is much more a valid form of hip-hop than say, 
graffiti. No magazine ever covers production. Isn’t Buck Wild a hip-hop producer? Isn’t Rza a hip-hop 
producer? Isn’t what they do hip-hop? It’s been the producers that have kept it real for me. Ever since 
1980-81 when the first samplers came out. and when the Dus faded into the back, sampling has 
remained important to hip-hop. It’s the DJ and producer that have pushed the music forward...B-Boys 
are very retrospective. It is very spectatorish. What killed breakdancing in England was that people felt 
alienated. People couldn't get into the vibe--it was just like a performance...they couldn’t dance.

What is Graffiti? 
It is the expression of the street, it’s a culture, it’s a lifestyle. It’s about expressing yourself. Whether 
you're tagging up a wall or on the floor or on the decks. You’re rocking a style, you're a floor move, 
you're rocking the decks, you're rocking the mic, you’re rocking the shine and the 3-D on the walls.

Things are stagnant. There are various reasons for that: too much money and R&B has had a 
detrimental effect on hip-hop. On my own label we printed up T-shirts that say “STOP R&B KILLING HIP- 
HOP”. Most of the crews out there are not free from the pointing finger. Like De La Soul, A Tribe Called 
Quest, KRS-ONE--all those people are supposed to be hardcore mainstream artists. But on one track, 
A Tribe Called Quest says, “We’re not going to have any R&B singers, no new jack swing,” when they 
got in all that trouble with Wrecks ‘n Effect about five years ago. And now they record tracks with Faith 
Evans. Same thing with De La Soul: on one track they talk about R&B bullshit tracks, and yet they record 
a track with Janai. It’s like Company Flow says, “I got no faith in the majority.” All those crews are selling 
out for the money left, right and centre. Now even Rakim--his latest effort in comparison to what he has 
put out in the past is very weak.

- well. Robert Schneider sings very quiet, and both times 


I've seen the Apples the show suffered due to inaudible 
vocals. They have improved live musically, though. Last 
year they were very sloppy, often confused as to where 


_ they were in the song. On this occasion at the Starfish, 


the band has obviously improved. They still- like to play 
their songs too fast, but otherwise they’ve found a good 
live sound. However, Schneider did forget how one song 
ended and had to abruptly stop. Minus the quiet vocals, 
and additional fifth member’s virtual absence in the mix, 
the show was great. They 
played ample selec- 
tions from their lat- 
est album Tone 
Soul Evolution, 
as well as from 
previous sin- 
gles and their 
first album. The 
Apples are still 
better on record, 
but because they 
are so great, | 
would never miss 
seeing them live. 

The High Llamas put on quite an exhibition. With a flatter- 
ing low stage level, they mixed acoustic guitar, banjo, 
vibes, percussion, keyboards and samplers to an effect 
on the borderline of genius. Sean O’Hagan, the man be- 
hind the High Llamas, is one of the few contemporary 
musicians who could be considered a composer. Over 
the years through his work in Micro Disney, Stereolab, 
and currently the High Llamas, O’Hagan has made a 
name for himself as a musical genius--according to fans 
and press.

Winters, a fellow Victoria DJ since...well, 
since long before | began spinnin in 
94. Mike was probably well into his 
Rotterdam sets when | was a folk fan 
in high school thinking “underground 
raves” meant literally a subterranean 
rage among the sewer systems. Silly 
me. 

Mike is also the DJ with whom my 
show Wire Shock alternates on Friday 
nights. His program is Escape Veloc- 
ity, so Phased and Fused is in good 
hands, | assure you. | would entrust her 
to no other. 

For this, my good-bye article, | give a 
summary of my life in Victoria...well no, 
a summary of my life pertaining to 
electronica in Victoria: until 94 | thought 
electronic music was nothing more than what | saw and 
grimaced at on MuchMusic’s Electric Circus. In the sum- 
mer of ’94 during the heightened busking appearances 
brought on by the Commonwealth Games, | befriended 
one such street performer--Josh, of the now-well-known 
folk band Shillelagh. He listened to an eclectic range of 
music, including Brian Eno and the Orb. 

Josh played a Brian Eno CD for me. 

| heard Brian Eno. 

. Josh called it ambient. 
9 ; 

Then Josh called it techno. 

But | felt alive when | heard this: | could relate to this, it 
made me smile, it made me feel, it was communicative 
and | understood. How could this and the irritating dance 
music both be techno? Giddy from my new discovery, | 
squealed all the way to the late Temple of Sound (used to 
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be behind Boomtown when Boomtown was on’ Yates St.). 
| knew Temple of Sound:sold techno and wap hungry for 
more. 

After listening to every CD they had (I was naive to vinyl), 
and sponging up their info. like the last gems of chocolate 
cake on a plate way past their-closing time, | decided on a 
wild techno compilation called “Energy 94’ and Street Pa- 
rade” - a compilation made from a techno/house party in 
Zurich, Switzerland of August 93’. Of course, | had heard 
nothing like it and was sure that no one | knew had either. 

It was then | vowed I'd be a prophet of 
_ electronica! 

My dad was my first subject. Being 
‘an avid patron of the arts of sci-fi he 
likened my new find to the Vangelis 
sounds of Blade Runner. He was im- 
pressed. Like father, like daughter. That 
Zurich techno accompanied us on our 
road trip all the way to Mt. Washington 
and back that winter. 

My mom, however, wasn’t as im- 
pressed. She called my treasure ‘the 
sound of the devil’ (well, she’s Roman 
Catholic). Only slightly injured by my 
mom’s disapproval, | continued my 
electro-research and collection- -crea- 
tion. 

Then in March ’95, | was offered a 
radio show on alternating Tuesday af- 
ternoons at CFUV, where I’d been al- 
phabetizing their music library and doing other such trivial 
since September. 

| was given the weekend to decide my acceptance and 
my show’s format. When | began volunteering at CFUV | 
did so because | was drawn to the music industry. | found 
CFUV to be a safe behind-the-scenes, not out-on-a-limb- 
in-the-public-eye sort of way to be involved. | was content 
alphabetizing.

When American Recordings went under last year it left idi- 


_osyncratic UK label Too Pure without a North American dis- 


tributor. After months of sporadic availability, Beggar’s Ban- 


- quet picked up the label last fall and has recently reissued 


a big stack of titles from the Too Pure backlist , including 
great long-players from Stereolab (Peng, Space Age Bach- 
elor Pad Music), Mouse on Mars (Vulvaland, laora Tahiti), 
and Laika (Silver Apples. of the Moon). My grin is widest, 
however, upon seeing that this batch includes Houdini and 
Valentino, the first two CDs from Scottish Quartet Long Fin 
Killie. 

Although the group has sadly 
broken up, these two records, 
along with the groups just-re- 
leased swan song Amelia, show 
Long Fin Killie as one of those rare 


tive sound that is at once easily 
identifiable and difficult to catego- 
rize. Not exactly a rock group, but 
not exactly anything else either, Long Fin Killie were a great, 

shambling mass of unusual instruments like the bouzouki, 

hammer dulcimer, and glockenspiel, layered on top of more 

conventional items like drums, guitars, and saxophone. At 

times these instruments get whipped up into a dissonant, 

angular, raucous frenzy, while at other times the music is so 

understated and introspective that it could justifiably be clas- 

sified as ambient pop. Holding it all together was singer 

and lyricist-Luke Sutherland’s 

tremulous schoolboy tenor, which 

provided complex emotional 

shading to his plaintive tales of 

gay lamplighters, reckless mata- 

dors, sexually obsessive photog- 

raphers, and other persons who 

choose to live outside rigid social 

strictures of race, gender, and 

sexuality. The group made music 

that was beautiful, hypnotic, po- 

litical, and unlike that of their contemporaries. Their breakup 

is all the more unfortunate given that Amelia is probably 

their best record yet, incorporating an increased flirtation 

with electronic dance music into its eclectic stew. Suther- 

land has a novel being published this spring, which—will 

hopefully be enough to tide me over until his new musical 

project gets underway. 

Fetisch Park are Carla Subito and Marlon Shy, two Ger- 
man multi-media artists who work with film, photography, 
print, installation, and sound construction. Their first CD, 
Trost (Translation: “Comfort”) was the sonic accompaniment 
to an installation that featured photographic portraits of pros- 
titutes in the brothels of Bombay. The CD consisted of eight 
claustrophobic, dark sound pieces that were anything but 
comforting, evoking instead feelings of creeping dread, des- 
peration and despair. The group’s new CD is called Allu- 
vial, and although it works with similar subject matter, the 
results are substantially different. During a visit to Thailand 
Subito recorded the songs of the prostitutes she stayed 
with, then built up a recording around their voices. The 
result is a record of whacked-out techno--take the stranger 
elements of Aphex Twin or Mouse on Mars as your starting 
point, then amplify the effect. It’s not nearly as dark as Trost, 
but still a little bit too offside to be readily appealing to the _ 
dance floor crowd. Definitely check it out if you’re looking for © 
interesting rhythmic music that’s more than just a drum and 
a bass. (Extreme/Outside).
